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A Time for Identification 


O N BALANCE THERE DOES NOT seem much 
to encourage optimism over the Indochinese 
dilemma in the events of the past few days: 

President Nixon is having to fight just as hard 
at home to outmanoeuvre Senate advocates of 
legislative "freezing" of funds for operations in 
Cambodia as the troops who are seeking out the 
communists’ supply depots and sanctuaries; in fact, 
successes on the war front are more impressive 
than his progress in the search for support from 
rebellious politicians. 

Senate Democratic leader Mike Mansfield has 
added to the controversy regarding expansion of 
the operations into areas beyond South Vietnam by 
charging violation by the United States of a 
congressional ban against Involvement of ground 
troops in Laos. The fact that any Americans in 
Laos are labelled “advisers” does not alter the fact 
of a technical breach, Senator Mansfield maintains. 

Oddly, it is American critics who are the more 
vociferous about the incursions of U.S. military 
into Laos and Cambodia. The North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong made their routine protest, but they 
are hardly in a position to offer an argument 
carrying conviction without exposing themselves to 
condemnation for far more flagrant violations of 
neutrality. 

The apologists, the anti-Americans and the 
pro-communists are all in the same leaky craft 
when they pretend Hanoi’s regiments march only 
against “imperialists” and that the Saigon allies 
are fighting a war against the peasants. Latest 
figures indicate the direction of the communist 
offensive: for the week ending May 13 a total of 
456 civilian* were killed, 871 were wounded and 
320 abducted. This is the clearest possible evidence 
that basically this is a war of terror as far as the 
communists are concerned. 

During that weds impressive new discoveries 
of arms and food caches were reported in the 
Cambodia hunt. 


The one development which should win 
universal approval comes out of Jakarta, capital of 
Indonesia, where eleven Pacific nations urged the 
summoning of a peace conference designed to 
expedite the early withdrawal of all foreign forces 
from neutral Indochina soil. 

At the same time the delegate-nations 
proposed reactivation of the three-member Inter¬ 
national Control Commission, of which Canada is a 
member. And in conversations with Australia’s 
Prime Minister John Gorton, the Canadian leader, 
Pierre Trudeau, has indicated a conditional 
willingness to participate. 

The United States has been quick to endorse 
both proposals. 

Not one of the communist countries up to now 
has shown the least disposition to collaborate in any 
such peace-inspired suggestion. There has been no 
reaction other than negative from Moscow to the 
request of the British co-chairman of the Geneva 
committee which brought about the 1954 Indo¬ 
china compromise that they jointly try again. 
Peking has been consistently opposed to any peace 
discussions, even the silly exhibition in Paris billed 
as truce talks. 


But for the sake of preserving some sort of 
image of reasonableness and as a result of this 
mounting demand for meaningful negotiations for 
an Indochina understanding, Hanoi may be moved 
to change policy to save its face. 

Now is the time for those sincerely concerned 
for an end of the suffering of so many innocents in 
southeast Asia to stand up and be counted. Now is 
the time for those who want to see stability and 
reconstruction, prosperity and opportunity in the 
war-afflicted areas to identify themselves. By their 
actions the world will be able to judge just who it is 
who wants to gamble with chaos and the misery of 
millions in the hope of some sort of ideological 
advantage.

Britain’s June Election 


Wild-Eyed Radical Revolutionaries 
May Generate Reaction from Right 


W/TTH THE LATEST GALLUP POLL showing 
vv the British Labor Party a dear 7.5 per 
cent ahead of the Opposition Conservatives it is 
hardly surprising that Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson has called a general election for next 
month. 

The upsurge in Labor popularity is nothing 
short of remarkable. Only a year ago public 
opinion polls were showing Mr. Wilson’s party 
trailing the Tories by nearly 27 per cent. 

The Labor Party’s successful comeback has 
been due to a number of factors, among them 
Britain’s economic recovery, fewer management- 
union battles, and a considerable amount of new 
and popular social legislation brought in by the 
government which has taken some of the sting out 
of heavier taxation. 

Another not inconsiderable point in Labor's 
favor is Conservative leader Edward Heath’s • 
inexplicable failure to project himself to the 
electorate even when his party was riding high on 
the popularity list. 

Nevertheless, despite all these advantages it 
cannot yet be taken for granted that Mr. Wilson’s 
party will register an easy victory. Though 
Britain’s economy has undoubtedly been strength¬ 
ened in the last year under the Wilson rule, British 


taxpayers have paid heavily for It through 
austerity, higher taxation, bigger debts and 
galloping inflation. 

Other matters which could well count against 
Mr. Wilson during the election campaign period is 
the possibility of riots over the visit of the South 
African cricket team, a new wave of violence in 
Ulster brought about by over-enthusiastic election¬ 
eering, a major split in Labor ranks over British 
policy toward the U.S. invasion of Cambodia and 
involvement in Laos and Inter-party dissent over 
Britain’s entry into the European Common 
Market. 

Whether the Conservative Party has the 
answer to any of these problems is, at this time, 
beside the point Mr. Wilson is still prime minister 
and will continue to be for the next 30 days at least 
— and he will be the one who has to act upon these 
issues if any of them come to a head during that 
time. 

Though the British Conservative Party may 
be somewhat demoralized at the moment due to 
the spectacular reversal of the public opinion polls, 
and though its leader seemingly lacks the charisma 
of his rival, it would be surprising if it did not now 
launch one of the strongest and best election 
campaigns in its history.

Harsh Reality Hits Never-Neverland 

v 

Fatalistic Cambodians Fight 
To Save Easy-Going Lifestyle

Cambodians are not a fight¬ 
ing people, which makes their 
present plight in the spread¬ 
ing Indo-China war all the 
more precarious. 

Some of them make tough, 
respected soldiers — in the 
Cambodian army or, more 
likely, among the so-called 
irregulars trained in South 
Vietnam, where they spent 
most or all of their live* until 
they were flown in here to 
come nominally under the 
command of the almost hap¬ 
less government of General 
Lon Nol. 

But most of more than 600,- 
000,000 Khmers or Cambo¬ 
dians are rice-growing Bud¬ 
dhist peasants, and the older 
ones among them, from all 
that can be learned In the 
capital area, quietly resent 
suddenly being deprived of 
Prince Sihanouk. 

Once the creators and now 
the inheritors of the Indian- 
influenced Khmer civilization, 
whose magnificent ruins He at 
Angkor in the western part of 


the country, the Cambodians 
only kept that area thanks 
largely to a deal between 
their former French colonial 
masters and neighboring 
Thailand. 

But the French gave the ; 
favored Vietnamese to the 
east much of the Mekong 
delta part of the old Khmer 
empire. 

That accounts for roughly 
500.000 Cambodians living in 
South Vietnam, and about the 
same number of Vietnamese, 
whose primary cultural influ¬ 
ence is Chinese, living in 
Cambodia. 

These Vietnamese are — or 
were before they were "re¬ 
grouped" or placed under 
strict curfew — Cambodia's 
craftsmen, the holders of 
most skilled jobs, especially 
in Phnom Penh, just as the 
Chinese are, as In other 
southeast Asian cities,'Cam¬ 
bodia's shopkeepers. 

The easy-living, fatalistic 
Cambodians did not fight to 
keep their dwindling empire. 
Under Sihanouk they avoided 
the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong who steadily crept 
further and further into 
eastern Cambodia. 


Fight for Their Lives 


The prince swayed with 
what he considered the pre¬ 
vailing wind In Asia — from 
Peking and in a different 
sense Hanoi — until he was 
bowled over by it. 

But now the Cambodians 
find themselves in a fight for 
their lives and their villages 
and above all what is left of 
their almost Polynesian way 
of life. 

Their calm has not been 
shattered hut their country 
has, perhaps irreparably. And 
this realization is slowly 
beginning to sink in. 

The Vietnamese who sailed 
up the Mekong to retake the 
key ferry crossing of Neak 
Loung are not Communists 
but they are Vietnamese, 
traditional enemies of the 
Khmers. 

And there will stfll be 
Vietnamese, and probably 
more so. if and when U.S. 
troops withdraw. 

They are watching and 
waiting to see if Communist 
forces flee as far as western 
Cambodia, where many Viet- 


namese and up-to-now ! 
strangely quiet Khmers 
rouges — Red Cambodians — 
live. 

The initials VC which In 
Vietnam mean Viet Cone, 
mean Vietnamese Commun¬ 
ists to the Cambodians, 
whether from North or South 
Vietnam. 

That is a simple, typically 
Cambodian way Of distin¬ 
guishing Vietnamese only 
politically, just aa Cam 
bodlans — both officials and 
ordinary people — shrug off 
the alleged massacres of 
Vietnamese civilians at S&ang 
that shocked the world. 

"They massacre us and 
destroy our villages so why 
shouldn’t we kill the m?” 
asked a Cambodian clerk 
here. 

In Saang now, Cambodian 
troops live under makeshift 
tents, often with their fami¬ 
lies, ignoring abandoned 
wooden houses on stilts, 
seemingly more interested in 
their cooking pots than their 
guns. 


Recruits Are Scared 


Cambodian soldiers, espe¬ 
cially young recruits, are 
scared and show it. Many 
Cambodian villagers in the 
east have fled the horror, 
long experienced by Viet¬ 
namese, of seeing and feeling 
their villages and their fami¬ 
lies destroyed by U.S. bombs 
and artillery. 

But many Cambodian sol¬ 
diers show a stoicism and 
even a determination that 
may be the only thing to 
stand this country in good 
steed. 

Here in the capital, if it 
really is a functioning capital 
any more, the same calm, 
often charming smiles beguile 
and eventually Irritate the 
foreigner, especially if they 
register on the faces of 
government censors, men and 
women, obiectlng to outgoing 
presB cables. 

Even when Phnom Penh 
had no discernible defence 
and seemed isolated, the 
Cambodians did not seem 
excited or worried, the Viet¬ 


namese had virtually disap¬ 
peared and the Chinese kept 
to themselves. 

The biggest crisis In the 
capital seemed to spring from 
the government's announce¬ 
ment that the Vietnamese 
Communists were circulating 
counterfeit 500 riel notes (now 
worth about 16 on a fast¬ 
sinking black market). 

That caused long line-ups at 
the banks. But the soldiers on 
guard at the banks almost 
seemed irrelevant, as did the 
fact that all the personnel 
inside wore military uni¬ 
forms. «*• 

The cycloa and their dirty,

The quaint conceit that President Nixon’s Cambodian 
plunge strengthens this country’s global stance encounters 
reality in the Near East. And the result of the meeting is 
dismal. 

For the Russians are blandly deepening their penetration 
of Egypt in ways that cause Colonel Nasser to flex his 
muscles anew. But the United States faces this challenge 
from a position of weakness unmatched since the Moscow- 
Cairo axis started abuiiding 15 years ago. 

The basic facts are well known. In the past few months 
the Russians have become the mainstay of Egyptian air 
defence. They have set up new surface-to-air missiles — the 
SA-3 — around Cairo and Alexandria. They have supplied 
crews to man these weapons. 

^ In addition, Soviet pilots are flying MIG-21 jets on 
operational, as distinct from training, missions. While the 
exact nature of these missions is in some doubt, the Soviet 
pilots are rising whenever Israeli pilots penetrate Egyptian 
territory beyond the Suez Canal zone. In effect, the Russians 
are protecting Egypt’s hinterland. 

Thus protected, Colonel Nasser, after the usual fashion of 
the gambler, had a sudden access of confidence and courage. 
He has stepped up the attrition raids which take such a heavy 
toll of Israeli manpower. "We've been here for seven 
thousand years, and we'H be here seven thousand more," he 
boasted to one recent visitor. 

The Israelis have so far been cautious in response. They 
have not flown sorties In the area now patrolled by Soviet 
pilots. Defence Minister Moshe Dayan has expressed Interest 
in getting a cease-fire. But this restrained attitude will be 
maintained only if there is some indication that Israel does 
not stand alone c- that she has American support. 

★ ★ * 

As to Washington, nobody here doubts that the latest 
Soviet move represents a challenge and a potential threat to 
the peace. Nobody doubts that Israel will once more act alone 
if some kind of American help is not forthcoming. 

Nobody doubts that if Washington sits on its bands there 
will be some further Soviet move to penetrate Egypt — 
perhaps the stationing of the SA-3 missiles and their Russian 
crews in the canal zone within easy range of Israeli guns. 

But with all these dangers implicit in inaction, 
Washington has been looking the other way, dodging 
conclusions, playing for time. Thus a massive intelligence 
analysis is under way to determine exactly the nature of the 
new mission assigned to Soviet pilots in Egypt. 

Moscow was asked by Ambassador Jacob Beam — who 
doesn’t exactly have the clout to make strong demands — 
for an explanation of the new assignment for the Soviet 
pilots. When the first explanation was found to be too 
vague, he was sent back for more. 

In the long run everybody concedes that President Nixon 
will be obliged to take some action. The best guess is that 
Israel will be offered more planes and credits, and perhaps a 
closer working arrangement in defence. But this will be done 


quietly and with little public stir — slipped over the transom, 
as it were. 

What this means is that the American response In the 
Near East will be a weak response — slow in coming and 
almost invisible. No doubt there are good reasons for this 
weakness. 

★ * ★ 

Delay is necessary because the Nixon administration has 
been too obsessed with Cambodia to think about anything 
else. The Congress and much of the country have been so 
upset by Cambodia that any blaring forth of new 
undertakings would excite a hostile reaction. But that only 
says that the weak response in the Near East is rooted in 
conditions created by the Cambodian strike. 

One weak response, the be sure, doesn't mean the end of 
the world. But it shows that the claim about Cambodia’s 
strengthening the American hand around the world Is 
contemptible. It is, in fact, only slightly less contemptible 
than the suggestion that the blame for this country’s weekened 
condition should fall on those who protested, rather than 
those who undertook the wholly unnecessary move in

"One of the peculiar psy¬ 
chological problems of wheat 
la that the individual grower 
is completely at toe mercy of 
the market. He has no control 
over his own marketing situa¬ 
tion. The farmer can only 
produce.” 

“Many of toe farces that 
initially impelled Quebec's 
Quiet Revolution — toe 
economic ones — are at work 
out here, though not aggra¬ 
vated by toe cultural distino- 
tiveness and ooheaivenesa of 
Quebec,” said economist con- 
■ ultast Henries. 

Western Canada felt itself 
dominated by the central 
region in much the earns way 
as French Quebec eaw itself 
in relation to English Canada. 
But the Idea of Western 
Canada separatism seemed 
peculiarly incongruous and 
sad to Menries in the histori¬ 
cal context:

"Wherever there is a lack 
of legislation, we’ll move in. 
Once the federal government 
has passed legislation con¬ 
cerning any type of pollution, 
a precedent has been set," he 
•aid.

Next on the committee's list 
of priorities, Anderson said. 
Was a clean water bill. 

"This I'm sure will pose a 
much bigger problem than 


legislation governing air pol¬ 
lution, therefore, it will take 
longer to deal with this 
issue." 

He said the committee had 
broad powers and would be 
effective in dealing with pol¬ 
lution problems. 

“Every party in toe House 
is represented on the commit¬ 
tee. We can recommend legis¬ 
lation to provincial and muni¬ 
cipal governments and we can 
call any witness before us to 
testify on particular aspects 
connected with environmental 
pollution."

Hospitals Warned 


The provincial government 
told B.C.'i hospitals Tuesday 
it won't condone building 
programs based on the advice 
of any consultant who might 
be accused of conflict of 
interests. 

The message came from 
Donald Cbot, deputy minister 
of hospital insurance, who 
said he was delivering it on 
the direction of the minister. 

A BCHIS spokesman said 
the agency feared situations 
might rise — in Victoria, the 
situation in fact exists — 
where a consultant would be 
working for the regional 
KXpita) board and a hospital- 
that might be one of several 
within the district.

The consultant who drafted 
a proposal on behalf of a 
single hospital would then 
take it to the regional board 
for approval. However, if he 
is working for the regional 
board at the same time, this 
would represent a conflict of 
interests, says BCHIS. 

"It would be unfair to any 
other hospital that might have 
a project before the regional 
district board for approval," 
said a BCHIS spokesman. 

A A A 

Until a B.C. Hospital In¬ 
surance Service spokesman 
explained that the order was 
not retroactive, hospitals such 
as Rest Haven were worried 
over the future of long-range 
plans already with the 
government. 

Rest Haven has engaged 
the same consultant who is 
working for the Capital 


Region's hospital board — an 
arrangement banned by the 
latest order from Helath 
Minister Ralph Loffmark 

Gorge Road Rehabilitation 
Hospital also engaged the 
consultant, A. W. Pitkethley. 
but its extension already has 
been approved by the 
government and architects 
now are preparing working 
drawings. 

* * * 

Royal Jubilee also had 
Pitkethley in its hire but 
only for a short period, while 
it was drafing an argument 
oq the hospital's future role in 
UR regional concept. 

BCHIS had ho record of any 
violation of the conflict of 

interest doctrine "but this is 
something we have been 
concerned about fof some 
time." said the spokesman. 

T. J. Bradley, administrator 
of Rest Haven, which is 
planning a 150-bed acute and 
extended care centre in 
Central Saanich, ssid he 
hoped the BCHIS memo¬ 
randum "doesn’t mean we 
have to scrap everthing." 

"I hope this isn't another 
delaying t a c 11 c," Bradley 
added.

The Pitkethley firm has a

Doctors Pleased-But- 


Bed Use Push 
Infuriates Some 


St. Joseph's Hospital’s new 
system of accelerating bed 
use is well-accepted by 
doctors, but some Victorians 
don't take kindly to the fact 
they still feel ill when they 
are sent home. 

The assessment of the 
hospital's instant bed review 
procedures were made Tues¬ 
day by Dr. E. G. Q. Van 
Tilburg. St. Joseph's execu¬ 
tive director. 

‘‘Sometimes patients are 
going out of here feeling not 
too hot," he said, "But we 
just cannot keep them in (or 
their full recovery period any 
more. The beds are too 
desperately needed. 

“They will just have to get 
used to the idea that they will 
have to undergo some of their 
recuperation at home.” 

* * * 

St. Joseph's a month ago 
launched a program to reduce 
the length of stay of many of 
it* patients. By reducing the 
hospital stays without causing 
unnecessary risk to patients. 


it hopes to admit more 
persons and reduce Victoria's 
hospital waiting lists. 

It is going about it by 
recommending lengths of stay 
for patients with the mast 
common diagnoses. If the 
patient is stilt in hospital 
when the recommended dis¬ 
charge date has expired, the 
case is reviewed by a medical 
committee. 

In a few cases, the recom¬ 
mended stay was 50 per cent 
of what had been the practice 
in St. Joseph's. 

Dr. Van Tilburg said the co¬ 
operation from doctors has 
been “terrific'' and he hoped 
there would be figures early 
next month to show that their 
efforts have been worthwhile. 

In many cases, he said, 
doctors are making it easier 
for patients to prepare for 
discharge by telling them of 
the average length of stay for 
their diagnosis. This is often 
done in the doctors' offices, 
well before the admitting 
date.

It went on to say that 
"while our statute relieves us 
of compliance with the provi, 
sions of the Municipal Act. 
including zoning require¬ 
ments. we feel that it is of 
value to both of our organiza¬ 
tions that information as to 
our planned use of land which 
we own in the municipality be 
readily available to the 
public. 

"With that goal in mind, we 
are having signs prepared, to 
be placed in position on these 
properties, advising of their 
future intended use and we 
would be grateful If pertinent 
municipal records were noted 
at the same time.”

• Of bunks shaped like 
wedges, extremgjy narrow at 
one end; "I looked at one 
bunk and felt that the man 
who slept in that bunk must 
have been one-legged. There 
wasn't room for two legs. 

"And they cut a piece out 
of a man's bunk to make 
room for a motor generator.

South Vietnamese Push Into Laos 


By WILUAM J. OOOQHUN Lam ulf operation of the 
army of the Republic of 
Vietnam ARVN forces In 
Laos have been under way 
"for some time” and were 
continuing. 

‘"Hie Americans have been 
striking at the trail In Laos 
from the air and we have 
been bitting it on the 
ground," Lam said. He said 
the ground assaults were 
designed to interdict the . trail 
but that the Saigon foroes 
were not remaining on La* 
otian territory. 

The South Vietnamese 
foreign minister waa vague 
whether American advisers 
t e c o mpanied the ARVN 
troops into Laos and said the 
question of American artillery 
support was "a technical 
question which the generals 
would have to answer.” 

He said the raids were 
being conducted from both 
the I Core and II Core areas 
north of the tri-border Junc¬ 
tion of Cambodia, Laos and 
South Vietnam. 


A statement issued here by 
Lam at the conclusion of the 
two-day Asian and Pacific 
foreign minister's conference 
on Cambodia said the Saigon 
government supported the 
resolution of the conference 
on the withdrawal of all 
foreign forces tram Cam¬ 
bodia. ‘No mention of Lana 
waa made In the conference 
communique, nor in Lam’s 
formal statement He di»- 
closed the Laotian operations 
in the Interview with the 
Times. 

It was Lam who, in Saigon, 
disclosed plans for the joint 
S outh Vietnamese-American 
naval operation to clear the 
Mekong River in Cambodia 
the day before departure on 
the naval flotilla. South Viet¬ 
nam’s invasion of the Parrot's 
Beak area of Cambodia, also 
had been under way for some 
time prior to the formal 
military announcement of the 
attack against communist 
sanctuaries there April 29.

SAIGON (UPI) — Com¬ 
munist troops attacked an 
American camp inside Cam¬ 
bodia with rocket grenades 
Tuesday night, killing two of 
the defending GIs and wound¬ 
ing eight The new casualties 
raised U.S. losses In Cam¬ 
bodia since May to 157 deed 
and 640 wounded. 

Military spokesmen said 
Communist losses, if any. in 
the battle one-half mile inside 
Cambodia and 84 miles north¬ 
west of Saigon, were not 
known. 

Troopa of the U.S. 25th 
Infantry Division beat off the 
attack with the help of 
helicopter gunships and air 
force AC119 Shadow fixed- 
wing gunships armed with 20- 
mm. cannons and mini-guns 
capable of firing 6,000 rounds 
a minute. 

It was the third Communist 
ground attack against Ameri¬ 
can forces operating in 
Cambodia in a week and came 
a few hour* after other U.S. 
troopers discovered 364 tons 
of North Vietnamese Army 
rice in two caches 87 miles 
north of Saigon and four 
miles Inside Cambodian terri¬ 
tory. 

Military sources reported 
Tuesday that monsoon rains 
have sharply curtailed U.S. 
air strikes against North 
Vietnam's Ho CM Minh Trail 
through Laos Into South Viet¬ 
nam and Cambodia.

In Revised Act

OTTAWA — The govern¬ 
ment wants ,to give the 18, 19 
and 20 - year - olds the vote 
before the next election, ex¬ 
pected in two more years. 

To do this and some other 
things, government house 
leader MacDonald has pre¬ 
served a new elections act, 
changing many of the voting 
rules, to the Commons. 

In Introducing the legisla¬ 
tion, which will carry out one 
of Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
few throne speech promises 
at the opening of this parlia¬ 
mentary session last Oct. 23, 
MacDonald hopes the House 
will process it before the end- 
of-June summer adjournment.

He loosely couples this new 
election act — really a 
revision of the old legislation 

— to another bill he hopes to 
have in shape in another 
year, providing ground-rules 
and guidelines for campaign 
oosts. 

The extension of the fran¬ 
chise to the 18-to-20-year-old 
age bracket will add 1,160,600 
new voters to the rolls. , * 
It means, according to 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
figures, a very appreciable 12 
per cent of the estimated 
12.148,300 voters in the 21-and- 
over age bracket. 

In Britain, where the 18-to- 
20-year-olda also are setting 
the vote, it already has 
resulted In some highly youth- 
appealing election campaign¬ 
ing.

Revolution, Morris reminds 
us of some of the striking

Tha U.S. was young and 
weak; the rest of the Western 
world considered it "crude, 
undeveloped, and even primi¬ 
tive”; few had fakh m the 
lasting power to stay to¬ 
gether, either politically or 
economically; and all believed 
that th U.S. would eventually 
"resume a subordinate and 
dependent commercial rote” 
vis-a-vis Britain and her col- 


Morcover, as Morris points 
out, “ali of the devices to 
which the emerging nations 
have resorted in achieving 
independence for themselves 
can be discovered in that 
first anti-colonial revolution 
waged by the Thirteen 
Colonies against a powerful 
world empire." 

A m e r.i c a n s used the 
weapons at non-cooperation, 
civil disobedience, provisional 
congresses, and finally war 
itself. More strikingly, they 


used sustained “guerrilla 
operations” over a period of 
years, of the same sort so 
sue cessfully exploited by 
many modem revolutionaries. 

Ahd, 1 despite the elitist 
character of the leadership, 
the American Revolution was 
a broad movement drawing 
support from farmers and 
workers, and that "originated 
in mass meetings and demon¬ 
strations, escalating to town 
riots, mobbism, tarring and 
feathering, and vigilant ism.”

The "Sons of Liberty,” 
spearheading the pre-revolu¬ 
tionary movement, provided 
the militant nucleus of radical 
mob action; and these were 
not led by the “riff-raff,” but 
by affluent merchants and 
shipowners. 

One need not justify vio¬ 
lence, nor condone illegality, 
to recognize that what made 
Americans different, in the 
long run, was not the way 
they achieved independence, 
but "the evolution of govern¬ 
mental mechanisms to 
express the will of the 
people.”

Planting up the flower beds out front 
used to be a simple enough business in 
bygone days. In the fall, after the 
petunias faded, you pulled up the plants 
and either flung them on the compost 
heap or heaved them over the back 
fence. 

If you were a conscientious 
gardener, or if you wanted to take a 
few inches off your waistline, you dug 
over the vacant beds in the fall, leaving 
them rough-dug and unraked for the 
winter rains to penetrate and the 
cleansing frosts to get in their licks. 

In the spring, the beds were rak"d 
level, then some weekend in late April 
or early May you’d come home with a 
few dozen petunia or snapdragon plants, 
bung them in th- ground, and that was 
that. 

* * * 

Nowadays, since tulip and daffodil 
bulbs have become so cheap and so 
plentiful, things aren't so simple any 
more. 

During the fall months, everywhere 
you turn you see cartons and bins of 
bulbs, and pictures of beds gay with toe 
glowing colors of tulips and gcild<*n 
daffodils. So we blow ourselves to a big 
bag of these plump brown capsules of 
beauty, pull up the petunias, and bung 
in the bulbs. J *' 

In early spring, we thrill to the sight 


of our bulbs poking their little green 
noses through the soil. Then comes the 
payoff, and we take our reward in the 
form of glorious splashes of color and 
armfuls of cut flowers for the house. 

Then, as the days pass and the 
flower* fade, we sit around twiddling 
our thumbs wondering how to get rid of 
the tulip# so we can get the petunias 
planted up. Other folks who didn't plant 
any bulb* are getting the pick of the 
bedding plants, and we worry for fear 
there won't be much left in the garden 
shops by the time the tuHps decide to 
call it a day and pack it in. 

The temptation is strong to pull up 
the plants, dry off the bulbs and put 
them away in storage until fall, but if 
you do this while the leaves are still 
green, you'll get no bulb flowers next 
spring. 

As I have pointed out before, the 
important time in the life of any bulb is 
after the flowers fade, for this is the 
time when the leaves are busy 
manufacturing nutrients to plump up 
the exhausted bulbs for next year. It 
would be the height of folly to interrupt 
this plumping-up process by digging up 
the plants or by cutting down the leaves 
— the food factories — before the 
foliage Finishes its job and dies down 
naturally. 

What can you do, then, to clean up 


the bulb beds and get your display of 
summer-flowering annuals planted? 

You could, of course, look upon your 
bulbs as expendable, digging them up 
and discarding them and buying new 
ones In die fall. This is a little like the 
wealthy Texan who abandoned his 
Cadillac and bought a new one because 
the ash trays were full. 

★ * * 

One way is to dig up the bulb plants 
very carefully, taking a good ball of soil 
around the bulb and roots,, and 
transplant them to a row In the 
vegetable plot out back, to complete 
their growth cycle. I should warn you, 
though, that a bulb plant in full growth 
is not easy to transplant successfully, 
and if the jab is not done with gentle 
fingers, the topgrowth will die down 
prematurely, leaving the bulb hungry 
and unsatisfied. 

Probably the most satisfactory solu¬ 
tion is to interplant tallish annuals 
among the bulbs, where their growth 
will serve to hide the fading bulb 
foliage. This is a rather messy-looking 
arrangement at first, while the bulb 
topgrowth is still very much In 
evidence, but it isn't for king. 

As soon as the bulb foliage loses Its 
green color, the dead tops can be cut 
off an inch below the soil surface, 
leaving the annua) flowers in undisputed 
possession of the bed.

WASHINGTON (A P) — 
President Nixon announced 
Tuesday hi* expected budget 
surpluses for this [fecal year 
and the next fiscal year have 
turned into prospective defi¬ 
cit* of »,800,000,000 and 
$1,300,000,000 respectively. 

Nixon coupled this an¬ 
nouncement with a call for an 
anti-pollution tax on the lead 
additive in gasoline. 

Hie proposed tax on the 
lead in gasoline would in¬ 
crease the cost of Wotor fuel 
by an average of 2.3 cent* a 
gallon, officials said. It would 
be levied on the manufacturer 
or importer of the additive, 
then passed on to the public. 

The president indicated the 
deficits would be allowed to 


stand In order to avoid the 
possibility of a recession in 
the United States with further 
increases in unemployment. 

His statement said he is 
"determined to curb infla¬ 
tion.” but added: 

"Frankly, my concern 
about unemployment and my 
desire to taring about price 
s lability without economic 
dislocation Is why the 
campaign to control inflation 
cannot be accomplished 
quickly." 

Budget Director Robert P. 
Mayo told reporters in a 
White House briefing that 
another deficity appears pro¬ 
bable for fiscal 1972, the 
economic year starting in mid

Infuriates Some 


A 60-yeur-old Victoria man 
apparently died instantly 
Monday morning when he fell 
from a third-floor window of 
a downtown hotel while doing 
what he did every day — 
feeding pigeons. 

Police identified the victim 
as Gerald Craig Shepherd, 
who lived in the New England 
Hotel at 1312 Government. 
Victoria Coroner Edmond 
Jorre de St. Jorre ruled after 
an inquiry that death was 
accidental. 

Friends said Shepherd used 
to go from his second floor 
hotel room to a hall window 
on the third floor where he'd 
sit on the sill and feed 
pigeons. 

Two witnesses saw 
Shepherd fall. One told police 
Shepherd seemed to run his 
hand down the side of the 
building, then fell. The other 
witness said "He just sort of 
slipped out." 

Police said Shepherd landed 
on his head on the cement in 
an alley between the two 
buildings. 

Shepherd, a former 
member of the Canadian 
Scottish Regiment, was a 
piper and acted as custodian 
of the St. Bernard dogs that 
were regimental mascots.
